ACCORDING to the Citizenship Act, Liverpool’s “Roo” Craig John- 
ston is ineligible to play for Australia. 


ASW was advised of this yesterday by a senior officer of the De- 


partment of Immigration and Ethnic Affairs. 


Johnston renounced 
his Australian citizen- 
ship to become a Briton, 
with the idea of qual- 
ifying for one of the Brit- 
ish countries in in- 
ternational football. 

But when England’s 
Bobby Robson and Scot- 
Jand’s. Andy Roxburgh 
passed him over, John- 
ston responded to a call 
by Australian supremo 
Frank Arok. 

It then seemed that 
Johnston would find a 
way to play in the green 
and gold, even if it meant 
his not being available 
until the next World Cup 
qualifying matches. 

But recently a deal of 
water has been flowing 
under the bridge. 

Liverpool FC chief ex- 
ecutive Peter Robinson 
has been preparing a new 
four-year contract for 
signature by the boun- 
cing “‘Roo.” 

According to Robin- 


son it will not preclude 
Johnston from represen- 
ting Australia. 

But does the intrepid 
Craig really want to do 
so? Some reports now 
indicate that he does not. 


The Act 


The big point to 
emerge is that John- 
ston is not qualfied to 
play for Australia, hav- 
ing given up his Au- 
stralian citizenship 
rights. 

“The rules suggest that 
in a case such as John- 
ston’s, a 12-month re- 
sidency would be re- 
quired before he could be 
re-instated,” the source 


said. 
“Naturalisation Is 
normally necessary in 


these cases.”” 

But whilst Johnston is 
ruled out under the reg- 
ulations there is a slight 
chance that he could 
again become an Aussie 


without conforming to 
the residency provision. 

‘Other considerations’ 
can be taken into 
account. 


But that begs the ques- 
tion — does Craig really 
want to be an Australian 
international. 

And, if he does, is his 
drive sufficient to over- 
cone his _ professional 
allegiance to Liverpool 
Fo. ope 


Liverpool is his bread, 
butter and jam as well, 
until he gives up First Di- 
vision football and re- 
turns to his beloved Lake 


Macquarie. 
Unfortunately, with 
his football commit- 


ments and the provisions 
of the Citizenship Act — 
not to mention his own 
personal attitude to his 
career — Australian 
coach Frank Arok could 
be left whistling in the 
dark.

HARD HITTING COLUMN NEXT WEEK 


T is more than apparent to observers of 

jee great game of Soccer football in Aus- 

I: that certain improvements must 
come to pass if the sport is to realise a great 
deal of its protential. 


Leaving aside some aspects of the coaching 
arm — a deal of which has been the subject of 
some investigative journalism in recent times — it 
Is appropriate to examine the overall manage- 
ment, the financing, promotion and administra- 
tion of the code at national level. 


Well known is the fact that the leadership is at an 
interregnum period, and that this cannot be really 
productive. 


In addition even a cursory glance at the latest 
financial statements of the Australian Soccer 
Federation indicates fundamental weaknesses. 

Put bluntly, the future of the Federation de- 
pends upon the success of the Bicentennial Gold 
Cup. 


From the AUSTRALIAN SOCCER WEEKLY 
viewpoint we can only wish the administration — 
present and future — the very best in their en- 
deavours to make the Gold Cup strike gold in 
crowds, public exposure and at the exchequer. 

But unfortunately the ASF has not won itself a 
great reputation as successful promoters. 


How does it climb out of the abyss to recover its 
financers from the Gold Cup? 

Surely the potential is there for huge television 
and gate income, but we must see what the bot- 
tom line is planned to achieve and what actually 
comes. 


The ASF executive bears a huge burden in their 
endeavours to get this very worthwhile project on 
the road. 

They must see that promoters with first class 
marketing ability within Australia are In place as 
soon as possible — fly-by-nighters need not 
apply. 


To leave the job to normal administrative chan- 
nels might be to court disaster. 

It Is a big task to run a national football organisa- 
tion, and inevitably pluses and minuses can be 
percelved In the operation by the interested pub- 
lic right along the line. 

A particular point that deeply concerns this 
newspaper Is one which under the circumstances 
could be regarded as a credit. 


It has been announced that the ASF executive 
director Brian Emery has been appointed a mem- 
ber of a new FIFA competition organisation com- 
mittee of FIFA in connection with the 1990 World 
Cup finals, to be played in Italy. 

Mr Emery served in the last World Cup in Mexico 
and would have gained extra experience in com- 
petition arrangements. 


It appears to us to be abundantly clear that that 
experience should be put into action IN AUSTRA- 
LIA, where the international match program — 
with little exception such as the Australia-Scot- 
land World Cup game — has so often been in a 
parlous state. 

The ASF's financial position emphasises the 
point. 


Quite frankly it is difficult to see much improve- 
ment anyway, unless the ASF can find a way to 
appoint the right promotion management. 

Take the example of the World Youth 
Championship elimination series at the St George 
Stadium. 


Blind Freddie and his dog learnt about it — 
when it was just about over. 


The nub of the matter is that FIFA will find a way: 


to staff their committee and they have a steamrol- 
ler situation to make sure that the series is highly 
successful. 


But IN AUSTRALIA the sport needs the full 
attention of the administration In an endeavour to 
solve its own very pressing problems. 

There can be no deviation from that path, if the 
ASF does its job to its fullest effect. 

For its part ASW expects to be able to do its best 
to bring about the right result from the Gold Cup, 
and trusts that the Soccer public will be right be- 
hind it. 
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“NO MORE ROOS”’ 
SAYS FRANK AROK 


NATIONAL coach Frank Arok yesterday ex- 
pressed his satisfaction with the composi- 
tion of his likely Socceroo squad as it 
stands without any further additions. 

And it won’t be long until the announ- 
cemnt is made of the actual 18 players to 
travel to South Korea to compete in the 
President’s Cup. 

Said Arok; “I gave everyone a chance to 
show what they could do. 

“There has been pressure for me to re- 
consider Rod Brown, Arno Bertogna and 
Robbie Slater but they were the ones who 
pulled out of the training camps. 

“They disqualified themselves. Others 
did everything that | asked for, and it is no 
use ever having a few bad apples in the 
case.” 

Arok remains a bit concerned that some 
playes could be somewhat tentative in the 
game against Everton, to take place at 
Olympic Park on Wednesday, June 3. 

It is very close to the departure for Korea 
— a trip that no selected player will wish to 
miss. 

Arok is delighted with the draw for Korea. 
“It suits my purposs to play against a varie- 
ty of styles. Our opponents come from Afri- 
ca, Asia, South America and Europe,” he 
said. 

“The results are meaningless — all that 
counts is how we go in the Olympic Games 
qualifiers.”

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KOSMINA GRABS TWO GOALS 


BY JOHN ECONOMOS 
JOHN KOSMINA, with two cracking goals, 
laid the foundations for Sydney Olympic’s 
convincing and first NSL victory of the sea- 
son over Heidelberg United at the St 


George Stadium. 


And this was despite 
another excellent 
performance by Heidel- 
berg’s star international 
goalkeeper, Jeff Olver. 

Olympic won 3-1, but 
the winning margin 
could have been greater. 

Sydney Olympic’s vic- 
tory also marked Eddie 
Thomson's first home 
match with the club, 
spelling out a warning 
that his team has turned 
the corner and is ready 
to climb the NSL ladder. 

Kosmina, still Austra- 
lia’s deadliest ‘*box- 
finisher’, scored in the 
44th and 53rd minutes, 
plus made Olympic’s 
third goal, scored by the 
tough-tackling midfiel- 
der, Stuart Johnston in 
the 75th minute. 

And, if the truth be 
known, Kosmina could 
easily have scored four 
had it not been for ex- 
treme selfishness dis- 
played by a fellow-strik- 
er. 


The culprit twice bla- 
tantly refused to release 
the ba. to a free-posi- 
tioned Kosmina only 
eight metres from the 
target and dead in front. 

Heidelberg grabbed 
the lead in the 37th mi- 
nute when left-back 
Chris Ketsakidis tried a 
snap-shot at the target 
from a sharp angle on 
the left. 


The shot would have 
missed the net, but the 
former Kilmarnoch 
striker Lawrie McKin- 
na, zipped in with an 
outstretched right boot 
to stab the ball into 
Olympic’s net. 

Kosmina levelled the 
scoreline 60 seconds be- 
fore ‘drinks when he 
climbed to meet-a Ras- 
kopoulos free-kick from 
the right to crash a 10 
metre header into 
Heidelberg’s net. 

“But the jokes were 
over in the second half 
as Kosmina, Rasko-

GEORGE MURRAY HAS HIS

PRESTON Makedonia coach Bill 


Murray 


was, if not a little hurt, at least stung into 
action in defence of his team and club after 
an away game at Brunswick Juventus. 


Preston’s weakened team 
came away from Olympic 
Park with a point after a 1-1 
draw that day but his former- 
ly friendly rival, Brunswick 
coach Len McKendry, was 
scathing in his critisism of 
the way Preston played. 

The comments that 
McKendry made, and to a 
lesser extent those by former 
Preston and now Brunswick 
striker Sean Lane, angered 
the normally placid Make- 
donia boss. 

“I wasn’t hurt by what Len 
said — I'm too thick-skinned 
for that”, Murray said a cou- 
ple of days after the game. 

“J just have to look after 
my club and players. 

“And as far as that game 
was concerned I just wasn't 
going to subject my players 
to the type of Soccer that 
suits Juventus and get into a 
situation where they can win 
from their strengths. 

“We played to nulify their 
strengths and exploit their 
weaknesses and it’s a simple 
as that,"’ Murray said de- 
fiantly. 

Murray is into his third 
years as Preston coach and it 
would be fair to say he’s seen 
contrasting sides of the game 
over that short period. 

In 1985 Murray was within 
an ace of success twice only 
to haye his dreams shattered 
ina matter of minutes. 

In the NSL Cup Final at St 
George Stadium Peston led 
Sydney Olympic into the 
81st minute of a memorable 
game before Olympic struck 
twice in three minutes to 
take the trophy. 

A matter of months later 
Preston’s barnstorming fin- 
ish to the year saw the club 
into the old Southern Divi- 
sion Grand Firal against 
Juventus. 

With six minutes remain- 
ing Preston was on course 
for the national play-off 
until two inspired Juventus

FRANK AROK & RALE RASIC 


AS the ASW’s Editor can tell you, | have de- 
liberately refrained from coming out and 
clearing the air on the ASF-Australian Insti- 
tute of Sport affair over the position of the 
replacement coach in this paper or for that 
matter other publications with whom | am in- 


volved. 


Perhaps it is the fact 
that we’ve just passed the 
second anniversary of the 
death of ‘Uncle Joe’ Vla- 
sits, the co-founder of the 
original Coaches Federa- 
tion, successful Socceroo 
coach and highly moti- 
vated club coach who be- 
came one of the many vic- 
tims of the ‘system’ that 
brings the subject up. 

Or it may have been 
Eric Worthington’s  in- 
credulous attack on 
Frank Arok and Rale 
Rasic on the recent 
Sports Sunday program- 
me on Channel 9, which 
was televised nationally. 

It also could have been 
what I believe to be Brian 
Emery’s equally incredi- 
ble report to the ASF on 
the whole AIS matter — 
copies of those ASF mi- 
nutes which have been 
circulated around Aus- 
tralia, with mine coming 
to me courtesy of one of 
the State Directors of 


Coaching. 
Or it may have been 
the campaign — small 


and pathetic though it 
may be — by one of the 
journalists in the national 
capital, to water down 
the whole affair. 

Whatever the reason, 
that is all about to change 
and starting next week 
we'll give readers a few of 
the real facts about the 
whole ASF-AIS Federal 
Government affair. 

For this week, though, 
we'll restrict ourselves to 
the Worthington  tele- 
vised comment on Arok 
and Rasic. 

Personally I have re- 
ceived tons of mail on the 
matter. 

These letters are not of 
the solicited —_—- variety 
which I understand Eric 
asked his people to send 
to the Sydney Morning 
Herald, but from dyed- 
in-the-wool Soccer peo- 
ple who have supported 
the game in this country 
for many years. 

-I reproduce, in part, 
two of those which repre- 
sent the general feelings 
expressed by all letters. 


One is from Emma- 
nuel Said, the respected 
former State League 
coach and one of the 
game’s true servants for 
longer than I care to re- 
member. 


The other is from Ante 
Zanetic, who resides in 
Unanderra on the NSW 
South Coast.

THE CAMPBELL IS COMING 


BY ALAN CLARK 


SOUTH Australia’s FIFA referee, Donald 
Campbell has a further goal for excellence 
this season. He would love to go to next 
year’s Seoul Olympics as Australia’s repre- 
sentative. 


“That would be a wonderful climax to my career,” 
he said. ‘‘The World Cup finals in Italy in 1990 would 
be a bonus. ‘ 

“But, if they don’t come along that’s too bad. Fl 
just keep doing the job to the best of my ability.” 

Campbell is among Australia’s most repected 
whistlers, having won the Referee of the Year Award 
nationally for the past two seasons. 

He’s a scrupulously fair ref who tempers his strict- 
ness with commonsense and a liberal sprinkling of 
Glasgow “patter” that goes a long way towards put- 
ting him on the same wave-length as players. 

Campbell, 47, learned his Soccer in the hard school 
of streets and closes in the working-class Glasgow sub- 
urb of Partick. 

His education was complemented by visits to Ibrox 
Park to see Glasgow Rangers in action. 

He had a promising playing career as a teenager, 
first with Paisley Benburb in juveniles, then juniors, 
Benburb. 

Campbell was a St.Johnstone provisional signing as 
a 15's year-old and played two games for the club be- 
fore twice breaking his leg within 15 months. 

That cut short his promise and he started playing 
with the Co-op in the Glasgow Weltare League. 

Campbell was introduced to refereeing in 1960 and 
controlled juvenile, Welfare League and junior 
matches — all as a Class 3 referee. 

The next step was on the Scottish Football Associa- 
tion list but he left for Australia. He arrived to a new 
Soccer life in March, 23 years ago. 

Campbell played one season with Polonia but ankle 
and knee worries cut short his career with them. 

He had one main highlight, though — scoring both 
goals in his club’s 2-6 Federation Cup final replay de- 
feat by Hellas at Hindmarsh Stadium. 


Companions 


Friend Dennis Grant, who now coaches SA 
State League side Cumberland, urged Campbell 
to take up refereeing again. 

“He told me there were many Scotsmen among the 
referees and I was keen for their companionship and 
decided to give it a go,"’ said Campbell. 

He was a Class 3 ref in 1964; Class 2 in 65 and Class 1 
by "67. 

“T refereed my first State Division One match as a 
Class 2 ref when I took over from being senior lines- 
man when a referee turned up late for a match,” said 
Campbell. 

“I remember it was between Port Adelaide and 
Budapest I became a Class 1 soon after that and my 
first match in that category was Birkalla vy Cumberland 
in March, 1968.” 


Service 


Campbell is one of the world’s longest serving 
FIFA referees, having joined that list In 1970. 

He won his FIFA badge after his second internatio- 
nal. In that game he sent off a player from twice World 
Cup champion Uruguay in its 2-0 defeat by Australia. 

“The player felled Socceroo Ray Baartz with a 
karate chop, so it was not a hard decision to make,” 
recalled Campbell. 

The player being Luis Garisto. 

Since then he has handled 17 full internationals and 
more than 50 international club and touring matches. 

He has been in charge of games in New Zealand, 
Kuwait, Singapore, Thailand, Fiji, and New Guinea, 
as well as Australia. 

Highlights were the World Youth Cup in Australia 
in 1981 and the qualifying rounds of the same competi- 
tion four years later. 


Invasion 


Campbell’s worst moment in_ refereeing, 
though, came much closer to home in 1969. 

“It was a Second Division State League decider be- 
tween Elizabeth and Beograd,” said Campbell. 

“Fans invaded the pitch when Elizabeth won 1-0 
with a three times taken penalty kick. 

“Elizabeth was promoted and Beograd stayed in 
the Second Division. 

Todd Clarke, later a Socceroo goalkeeper, was the 
Beograd man trying to save the penalty that day. 

There have been many amusing incidents and one 
involved England’s three-goal World Cup final hero, 
Geoff Hurst. 

He toured SA. with Stoke City and Campbell took 
charge of the match. 

The SA whistler twice had to award SA a penalty. 

On the second occasion, Campbell heard some one 
say, “if he scores here, I'll (unprintable) smash your 
face in”. 

The ref wheeled round and quickly realised Hurst 
must have been the man responsible. With thoughts of 
the potential headlines whirling in his head, he asked 
“Would you care to repeat that’’ — envisaging a re- 
sponse leading to Hurst's dismissal. 

“Yes, came the reply. I was just saying, if he scores 
here it will be two well-taken goals.” 

End of the drama and smiles all round. 

Eric Norman, a bustling Scottish striker that de- 
lighted Adelaide Juventus fans in the 70s, provided 
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another moment of mad humour. 

Playing in a clash with old rival Hellas, he bumped 
heads with defender Ted De Lyster. 

De Lyster looked dazed and dismayed but re- 
covered to tell Campbell he had lost a contact lens in 
the collision. 

The referee asked where it had been lost and was 


amused, when told, to see Norman pound the area in 


question with a gleeful look on his face. 

Campbell knows there would be extra pressure in 
handling a World Cup or Olympic Games match. 

But he would like to meet the challenge. He believes 
Victorian colleague Chris Bambridge put on a good 
showing in the last World Cup finals in Mexico despite 
the controversy surrounding his handling of the Brazil 
— Spain match. 

“I believe he did a good job, there,” said Campbell 
of Bambridge. “I don’t know how I would have hand- 
led the situation, or what instructions the referees 
were working under in regard to linesmen etc.”” 

The SA man, though, is sure Australian referees 
can hold their heads high in any company. They are as 
good as any. 

“In some ways, games here are harder to control as 
they are very physical,” he said. 

“The multi-ethnic Soccer scene provides its own 
problems, too. 

“But I think our refs can compare with the best. 


Imports 


Campbell would like to see more Brazilian, 
Yugoslav and Italian coaches brough to Australia 
to import the entertaining Soccer skills of those 
countries here. 

“Australia is not all that far behind the rest of the

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world, just now,”’ he said. : 

“But I believe we need to improve our training 
grounds and lights.” 

Campbell puts much back into the game he loves. 
He is a keen prompter and helper to budding young 
referees and also is the unofficial coach of kids at club, 
zone and district level. 

Oxford’s Tommy Caton, $1m Tony Dorigo of 
Aston Villa and such West End League stars as Stevie 
Maxwell, Sergio Melta and Charlie Villani are former 
‘Campbell boys’. 

Campbell started his coaching with Forbes Primary 
and Vermont High Schools in SA. 

He actually made the first set of goalposts for them! 


Junior Help 


His wife Jean, whom he describes as his ‘“‘moti- 
vator”, has been a dedicated supporter of his 
career. She regularly ran fund-raisers to back his 
involvement in boys’ Soccer by providing nets, 
strips and equipment. 

Campbell has no doubts who was the best player he 
has seen in Australia — former Adelaide Juventus and 
Socceroo midfield star John Perin. 

He now is the Soccer co-ordinator of Adelaide City. 

Many other names come under the category of very 
good players. 

Campbell himself made such an impact on ‘rebel’ 
US League officials in 1980, he was offered $10,000 for 
a three month stint refereeing in America. 

He was to receive $500 a game, too, but turned 
down the move as he believed it might jeopardise his 
standing with FIFA. 

He’s a dedicated referee who has done Australia 
proud. He might do so again next year in Seoul!

BiG DAY

At the end of the sea- 
son if they don’t have a 
ground they will almost 
certainly be axed from 
the League. 

Mahanidis said he has 
passed on all files to the 
ADB and they will pro- 
vide a conciliation officer 
to negotiate with the 
Council and Aris offi- 
cials. 

Aris have also written 
to Local Government 
Minister Mrs Janice Cro- 
sio, asking her to investi- 


gate council policies re- 
lating to the use of public 
grounds by various spor- 
ting bodies.

Camberley in Surrey, he 
is nothing like his public 
image. 

Quietly spoken, po- 
lite, and a doting father of 
two, 26-year-old Speedie 
is scarcely a football 
terrorist. 

Yet his Scottish back- 
ground — his father was a 
miner — and upbringing 
in Yorkshire give him a 
refreshingly candid 
approach. So why did 
everything go wrong? 

“At the start of last 
season things were far 
from right in my own 
mind, even though we 
eventually did quite well. 

“Other players 
thought the same and 
that’s been shown by the 
number of them asking 
for moves. 

“The amount of trans- 
fer request speak for 
themselves — _ things 
aren’t- right within the 
club. I can’t see it chang- 
ing and, even if it does, 
it’s too late. 

“T first noticed it when 
John Neal, our previous 
manager, had a_ heart 
operation in 1984 and 
wasn’t able to deal with 
things at the club. 


“That's when it 
changed for me because, 
without doubt, he was a 
calming influence.” 

Hollins, the prodigal 
son who had returned to 
coach the team to the 
Second Division _ title, 
succeeded Neal a year 
later. 

It was a popular 
appointment and one 
which Ken Bates, the 
chairman, probably had 
to make as other ambi- 
tious clubs were eyeing 
Hollins. 


Speedie was happy, 
although that feeling of 
elation soon changed. “I 
was delighted when John 
was given the job because 
he is the best coach I’ve 
ever played under.” 

“But I wasn’t happy 
with what ‘ -eventually:

happened to Neal and his. 
assistant, Ian McNeill. 
They deserved better,” 
Both men left the club 
roughly a year after Hol- 
lins took over. “I’m not 
sure what’s gone wrong 
with John Hollins but 
he’s changed in the last 18 
months,” said Speedie. 
“Of course, you have 
to change if you're given 
the manager’s job. It's 
not been for the good, 
that’s for sure. Not for me 


anyhow.” 

Speedie’s situation 
wasn’t helped last sum- 
mer when a_ possible 


move to Barcelona fell 
through. “That was the 
turning point. I knew I 
had had enough,” he 
said. 

“Ken Bates put a block 
on the move because he 
said I tried to negotiate 
my own deal, which 
wasn’t the case. 

“In the papers he said, 
‘I wouldn’t sell Speedie 
for $10 million even if he 
had a wooden leg’ which 
was a disgrace consider- 
ing the service I'd given 
the club.” 


Yet, despite that inci- 
dent, Speedie insists he 
still has a lot of respect for 
Bates. “I have no argu- 
ment with the chairman. 
We have our arguments 
but afterwards it’s all for- 
gotten. 

“He speaks his mind as 
I do, and I think that’s 
why we get on. We're 
similar.” 


That respect does not 
spread to Hollins or his 
coach Ernie Walley, a 
dour disciplinarian. 

“J have still got 
grudges against Hollins 
because I don’t like some 
of the things that have 
happened to me. I'll play 
for him if selected, but as 
for respect, no chance.”

McMENEMY WALKS AWAY 
FROM SUNDERLAND CLUB 


LAWRIE . McMenemy has

The man the Roker 
Park fans christened 


‘King Rat’ deserted the 
club in its greatest hour of 
need with relegation to 
the Third Division now a 
very real possibility. 

Just days after promis- 
ing in a widely publicised 
interview that he, 
“would not run away,” 
McMenemy resigned.

He chose to make his 
announcement in a tab- 
loid newspaper so that 
even Sunderland chair- 
man Bob Murray ex- 


pressed his, “utter 
dismay.” 

Murray is the man who. 
supported McMenemy 
throughout his —_con- 


troversial twenty months 
at Sunderland, where he 
was the highest paid man- 
ager in the history of Brit- 
ish football. 

But instead of return- 
ing Murtray’s loyalty, 
McMenemy is reported 
to have received a 
$50,000 fee from the 
‘paper for his exclusive 
story. 

And he has been villi- 
fied throughout Soccer 
for deserting the sinking 
ship without even telling 
the crew. 

Later reports claimed 
that McMenemy, who 
was on $330,000 dollars a 
year at the poverty 
striken north eastern 
club, got a $140,000 pay- 
off to become the most 
expensive failure that 
British Soccer has had 
the misfortune to be 
associated with. 

McMenemy had ar- 
rived at Sunderland like a 
Messiah, promising: 
“The time to walk out of a 
great club like this is 
when we have won the 
First Division title and 
the European Cup. 

“Then I might say stick 
it and leave with my head 
held high knowing that I 
completed the job.”” 

Instead, he left like a 
thief in the night, head 
hung in shame. Not only 
was he on a king’s ransom 
in an area where one in 
four of the adult popula- 
tion are on the dole, he 
also. got more than 
$40,000 in perks like his 
mortage being paid along 
with his heat, water 
electricity and phone. 


Sunderland also paid 
for a private phone line at 
Roker from which he ran 
his personal businesses. 
On top of that his son is a 
coach at the club on 
$55,000 a year and his 
daughter was a ‘promo- 
tions consultant’ to a 
fund raising _organisa- 
tion, Friends of Roker. 

Consistently, as 


_ Sunderland’s position in 
the Second Division 


sensationally 
walked out on Sunderland in one of the most 
shameful episodes in modern Soccer man- 


worsened, McMenemy, 
an ex-Guardsman, 
promised the Roker Park 
faithful: “I am not going 
to throw the towel in. 

“T am going to stick this 
out.. This is not the time to 
hang out our dirty 
washing for everybody 
else to see.” 


Astonished 


Through ‘his time at 
Sunderland, where he 
took over a bad side 
and made them worse, 
McMenemy, 50, was 
backed to the hilt by a 
chairman, whose _ in- 
tegrity was beyond 
question. 

Murray said: “We can 
deal with the McMenemy 
era in one sentence. He 
has resigned. 

“I was extremely sur- 
prised at the way he did it. 
We had an agreement. 
But the first thing I knew 
of the actual announce- 
ment was when I read it in 


the paper.” 
Even McMenemy’s 
son Chris, 25, didn’t 


know that his father had 
sold his pride and integri- 
ty to a tabloid news- 


paper. 
Chris said: “He cer- 
tainly didn’t discuss «it 


with me.” And it speaks 
volumes of the principles 
of Sunderland that Chris 
will be retained at Roker. 

Things had come to a 
head last week when 
after the humiliation by 
Sheffield United, fans 
vandalised McMenemy’s 


$50,000 gold-coloured 
Mercedes. 
Discipline 


Then, in a midweek 
game, club discipline 
reached an all-time 
low. 

Winger Terry Curran 
was being rubbished by a 
section of the Roker Park 
crowd when he lost his 
head and started waving 
the V-sign with both 
hands from his knees 
upwards. 

Then was an almost 
Keystone Cops scene as 
Curran legged it up the 
players’ tunnel with two 
policemen in pursuit. He 
has since been sacked by 
the Roker Park board 
along with deputy mana- 
ger Lew Chatterley. 

Curran is now facing 
police charges in the 
aftermath off one of the 
most unsavoury episodes 
Roker Park has seen. 


Sunderland fans 
reacted to the shameful 
way McMenemy sneak- 
out out of his responsibi- 
lities by inundating the 
local radio station with 
request for the Dire 
Straits song “Money for 
Nothing” and the Bea- 
tles’ classic “Money, 
what’s what I want.”” 


And to vent their utter 
rejection of a man who 
even had a finger in the 
printing of the club’s 
newspaper they turned 
up in enormous numbers 
for the Easter Monday 
match at Roker against 
Leeds. 

Tt was Sunderland’s 
biggest crowd of the; 


son and temporary man- 
ager Bobby Stokoe was 
greeted with a huge roar 
as he marched to the 
dugout. 

Stokoe is the man who 
in his first spell as boss of 
Sunderland saved them 
from relegation and iro- 
nically took them to glory 
against Leeds in the FA 
Cup. 


Meanwhile, 
McMenemy’s future in 
the game now looks ex- 
tremely limited. The 
man’s credibility is zero 
after repeatedly making 
Statements like: “I’m no 
quitter. My word is my 
bond. 

“I expect to see my 
three years out with 
Sunderland and build a 
base that this club de- 
serves.” 


Rebel director Brian 
Batey, who campaigned 
for the removal of 
McMenemy, said: “I am 
only surprised that peo- 
ple are surprised at the 
way he quit. 

“Tt’s no more than I ex- 
pected from him. He has 
bankrupted the club and 
left Sunderland with a 
bunch of second rate 
players who are earning a 
fortune. 


“In the long-term the 
club is better off without 
him. I just hope that no 
other club is stupid 
enough to get involved 
with this man.” 

McMenemy’s action in 
selling his soul to Fleet 
Street recalled memories 
of the way Don Revie — 
known in the game as 
Don Readies — walked 
out on England in the 
1970’s_ and announced 
that in the papers. 


Relevant 


Revie has never 
worked in club man- 


agement again in Eng- 
land and McMenemy 
may find that the door 
back into Soccer will be 
shut for ever to him. 

Brighton, South- 
ampton and Portsmouth 
have all said they 
wouldn't have him now at 
any price, and that’s re- 
levant because 
McMenemy has always 
intimated that sooner or 
later he would end up 
back at his Spanish-style 
home in Hampshire. 

McMenemy’s greatest 
asset was his ability at 
Southampton to get the 
best out of players who 
were slightly past their 
prime. 

Kevin Keegan was 
probably his greatest 
signing, but even he and 
McMenemy parted com- 
pany bad friends after an 
internal dispute. Mick 
Channon also helped put 
McMenemy’s name in 
lights. 

McMenemy always 
claimed when he left The 
Dell to join Sunderland 
that: “Southampton’s 
finances were the best 
they had ever been.”’ 

Southampton chair- 
man Woodford said: “If 
that is the case then I had 
better start looking down 
the back of the armchairs 
to find the money.” 

The truth was that 
things had also gone sour 
at The Dell for 
McMenemy, whose 
greatest mistake was re- 
fusing the Manchester 
United job when it was 
offered. 

It is now crystal clear 
after McMenemy’s ab- 
ject failure at Roker, that 
he wouldn’t have been up 
to running the biggest 
club in British Soccer. 

And the reason he 
turned it down is that 
deep in his heart he prob- 
ably knew that, too.
